HIGHWAYMAN CAPTURED. 
A rrest of the .Man W ho Lately Robbed 
the M arysville Stage. 
M a ry sv ille, March 23d.—On Monday 
the stage running between here and Camp- 
tonville, when within about ten miles of 
that place was stopped by a lone high­ 
wayman who ordered the driver, David 
Quadlin, to throw out the box. Which re­ 
quest being complied with, he requested 
the passengers to turn over what valuables 
they had in their possession; but, upon 
the driver assuring him that they were 
needy men looking for work, he desisted 
and told the driver to move on, which he 
did. Thomas Labadie, who lives near 
Dobbins’ ranch, heariDg of the affair and 
getting a description of the robber, returned 
to his home with the intention of making 
a search for him in the morning with the 
hopes of getting the reward offered by 
Wells, Fargo & Co. In the morning 
about 6 o'clock a young man carry­ 
ing a rifle over his shoulder aiid 
answering to the description of the 
highwayman approached the house and 
asked for some breakfast, and while wait­ 
ing talked of his prospects for getting some 
work in the surrounding country. When 
he had finished eating he started to leave, 
but was detained by Mr. Labadie, who in­ 
formed him that he was under arrest. He 
denied the robbery at first, but finally ad­ 
mitted it. Ropes were placed about him, 
and he was brought to this city and turned 
over to the Sheriff. A preliminary exam­ 
ination was held in the Justice Court last 
evening, when he was readily identified by 
the stage-driver. He answers to the name 
01 George Tuscan, and claims this is his 
first offense, lie is about 23 years old, of 
slender build, with very dark complexion 
somewhat bronzed by the sun. He says he 
has been on the coast three years, two of 
which he worked on the Glenn ranch, and 
has beeu looking for work for the last eight 
months. There was no financial loss to the 
company, as the box contained nothing of 
value.

CONTRACTORS BOUNCED. 
The Santa Rosa People Take Decisive 
Action in Railroad M atters. 
Santa R osa, March 23d.—A railroad 
meeting was held here to-day, the week's 
time which 
was 
given 
con Tactor 
Waitz to furnish bonds for the performance 
of his contract having expired. Mr. Waltz 
came here this morning. He was profuse 
in his promises of good faith, but would 
say nothing about giving bonds. When 
the meeting was called to order by Jas. 
O'Meara, it was found that Messrs. Walker 
and Waltz were not present. A special 
committee was appointed to wait on them 
aud request their immediate attendance. 
The committee returned and reported that 
they had seen the gentlemen, who refused 
to attend the meeting, and stated to the 
committee that they owed nothing'to the 
people of Santa Rosa, and would not at­ 
tend the meeting. Waltz stated that he 
understood the object of the moeting was 
to request bun to put up bonds. This he 
refused to do. 
Both gentlemen were 
very defiant, positively 
refusing to 
recognize the wishes of the citizens assem­ 
bled. Chairman Byington advised de­ 
cisive action at once, stating that the pres­ 
ent managers had not acted in good faith 
and deserved not the confidence of the 
public, and tha‘ responsible companies 
were ready to build the road. 
This lesolution was introduced and unan­ 
imously adopted : 
Resolved, That in view of present holders of 
the contract for the construction of a railroad 
from this city to Benicia having foiled to coili­ 
n', once work in good faith, or to give bond- to 
show their ability to build said railroad, we, the 
subscribers to said enterprise, request and de­ 
mand ot the Directors of the S. It. and I> 0. 
Railroad that they take immediate steps to Ig­ 
nore the contract aud let the same to responsible 
persons who are willing ami able to build a 
railroad from Santa Rosa to a connecting point 
with the system of railroads of the State, pledg­ 
ing ourselves to pay said several sums of money 
heretofore subscribed to the company, giving 
connection with the State system ot railroad at 
or near Napa Junction. 
A motion was made, and after much dis­ 
cussion carriei], to expel W. H. Orr from 
the Board of-Directors. The general sense 
of the meeting upheld the other Directors, 
but Orr was severely handled.

W lixt Colonel Crocker Savs Regarding 
New Lines. 
San F rancisco, March. 23d—[Special.]—

TH E RESULT 4>E R l’.M. 
Particulars o f >lie K illing of Odell at La- 
throp. 
Stockton, March 23d.—A Coroner’s in­ 
quest was held here to-day over the body 
of Dr. Odell, who was shot yesterday by 
his brother-in-law, W. S. Moss, son of the 
late Captain Moss, the former owner of the 
Examiner. It is rumored that there was 
concealed bad feeling between the men, 
but they hunted, fished and ate together. 
Odell married Moss’ sister a few years ago, 
and spent her mo iey too freely to suit her 
relatives. Moss and Odell had been drink­ 
ing yesterday, and the latter mixed up 
poison in whisky, daring Moss to 
drink it. Moss said lie preferred his 
straight, and drank some whisky from 
a jug. Odell went out to catch a 
horse, when Moss steppes! to the door and 
shot into the door of the wztei-closet, 
thinking Odell was there. Odell returned 
with the horse and laid on the grass. A 
hired man named Snyder, who was the 
only other person on the ranch, was in the 
bam, when he heard two shots, and look­ 
ing out saw Moss striking at Odell with a 
gun. Odell fell back dead. Moss then 
came here in Odell’s buggy and gave him­ 
self up. Snyder heard them talking before 
the shooting, but says there was no quar­ 
rel. Odell was shot iu the head, the charge 
entering the face near the left corner of the 
mouth. A pistol was found in his pocket 
with one empty cartridge, but it is believed 
he did not shoot at Moss. 
FIRE AT A MINE. 
Thirty Miners Escape from a Tunnel 
Through the Air Shaft. 
Downievillf.. March 23d.—This morn­ 
ing, about 10 o’clock, the bnildings of the 
Bald Mountain Extension Company, at the 
mouth of their tunnel at Forest City, were 
burned. The fire started from some over­ 
heated tar on the stove in the old office. 
A portion of the spiling and some of the 
breasting-caps, with blacksmith and car­ 
penter tools, were destroyed. The tunnel 
timbers were saved. 
Three moles were 
with difficulty rescued from the stable. 
Thirty men who were working over a mile 
and a half underground escaped through 
the air-shaft. The loss is covered by an 
insnraucc of $3,000. A temporary building 
will be immediately put up and work soon 
resumed in the mine.

THE RAILROAD C0NFERESCE. 
No Change In Passenger K ates—W hy 
W est-bound Itates Are Low. 
T. H. Goodman, General Passenger 
Agent of the Southern Pacific Railway 
system, who has just returned from the 
East, predicts a great coming of tourists to 
California next year. The rate to attract 
tourists has been made to compete with 
European travel, and therefore the lower 
rate trom East to West is explained. It is 
now possible for one desiring to travel 
from any point on the Atlantic coast, to 
visit California without greater expense 
than attaches to a visit to Europe, 
At Chicago recently there was held a 
meeting of prominent railroad men, and 
among those assembled were Vice-Presi­ 
dents, General Managers and men active 
and influential in other departments of 
railroad service. The general feeling ex­ 
pressed was not to disturb existing rates. 
The operation of the interstate commerce 
law of course claimed attention, and es­ 
pecially the section relating to the short 
and long hauls. Much will depend upon 
the interpretation of the law by the Com­ 
missioners, hut the judgment of the rail­ 
road men as assembled did not regard the 
Act as a calamity. 
Colonel C. F. Crocker said that the South­ 
ern Pacific would acquire the Oregon and 
California Railroad, and control a direct 
line from San Francisco to Portland. The 
California and Oregon Company going 
north, with land grunts vested by Acts of 
Congress, is within forty-five miles of the 
southern terminus of the Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia, but there is heavy mountain work 
and immense tunneling to be done before 
the lines connect. As regards the grant of 
lands from the Government, each stands on 
an equal footing, but land or no land the 
road will be completed. Mr. Crocker says 
the road will be completed this year, and 
it is the opinion generally expressed that 
Oregon farmers can exhibit their horses 
and cattle at the next State Fair of Califor­ 
nia.A reporter asked Colonel Fred. Crocker 
if a great hotel would be built at 8anta 
Cruz. The gentleman to whom t'nein- 
quiry wa3 addressed, hesitated. He was 
not certain that all the details of the trans­ 
fer of the South Pacific Railroad to the 
Southern Pacific had been settled. How­ 
ever he said that the tourist travel to Cali­ 
fornia next year and many years to come 
would astonish people. The present hotel 
accommodations, large indeed, would be 
inadequate to meet the demands.—S.F. Bul­ 
letin. 
T h r e e Colonies Com ino.—Letters of in­ 
quiry were received at the office of the Im­ 
migration Association to-day from three 
companies of Eastern colonies, relative to 
the price of first-class improved farming 
land near the city, or convenient to it by 
land or water communication. One of these 
companies has been formed in Colorado, 
near Denver, and its members are all in 
good circumstances. The other companies 
are from Iowa and Wisconsin. As in the 
Colorado colony, the individuals who wish 
to settle in this State are well endowed 
with property. Since last week, when the 
association decided to sell improved land 
on commission, descriptions of property for 
sale have been received from San Mateo, 
Solano, Tehama and Shasta counties. Sec­ 
retary Street is confident that the project 
will prove successful.—S. F. Post. 


T h e State W in e E x h ib it.—The com­ 
mittee appointed by the State Wine-Grow­ 
ers’ Association, held in San Francisco, to 
make up a report on exhibit, are finishing 
their work. The work is being done at the 
rooms of the State Viticultura! Association, 
and there are present as members of the 
committee : J. H. Harrison, Chairman ; C. 
A. Wetmore, Secretary; A. G. Chance, of 
Livermore; H. A. Pellet, of St. Helena: C. 
C. Mclver. of Mission San Jose; M. M. La 
Rue, of Sacramento, and H. A. Meriara, of 
Los Gatos.

TWELVE MEN BURNED TO DEATH 
IN MICHIGAN. 


M ortality in the W innipeg Stock 
R anges—Indians Endangered 
by the Dakota Floods. 
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t h e n e w COMMISSION. 
Opinions Regarding the Appointm ents 
anil the Law. 
W ashington. March 23d.—[Special.]— 
The President’s selection of Interstate 
Commissioners is displeasing to the West­ 
ern people. Nothing can apparently he 
urged against the individuals chosen as 
Commissioners, but the vast empire west 
of the Mississippi, which is deeply inter­ 
ested in the law and its enforcement, has 
no representative on the Board. It is felt 
that the Pacific coast, as the extremity of 
long hauls, should have been given one 
member at least of the Commission. 
The agitation whicli led to the passage of 
the interstate commerce hill was begun in 
the West, and that section has been totally 
ignored. The law goes into effect on the 
4th of April. The headquarters of the 
Commission will be in Washington. Four 
of its members are at their posts, and two 
were taken wholly by surprise, and will 
have to close up their affairs. This cause 
of delay is not as serious, perhaps, as the 
fact that the Interior Department will have 
to select and provide quarters, and that a 
large clerical force will have to perform a 
vast amount of work before the Commis­ 
sion can take any intelligent action. Be­ 
sides these circumstances, the gravest and 
most fundamental questions have arisen 
under the new law, and upon these it is of 
the utmost importance that the Commis­ 
sion should clearly define its position be­ 
fore proceeding with the work. Two 
members of the Commission at least have 
probably as yet given very little attention 
to these questions. 
The questions referred to are of the most 
radical character. In the first place, it is 
disputed whether the law applies to ship­ 
ments made from one point to another 
within a State, or only to those from cne 
State to another. The construction of the 
clause, “ under like circumstances and 
conditions,” in reference to long and short 
hauls, and other phrases used in the Act, 
and the provisions made by it are so 
variously construed by constitutional 
lawyers that one construction would 
reduce the effects of the new law to 
a most unimportant character, while an­ 
other would lead to a complete reversal of 
commercial conditions ana transportation 
methods, and affect every branch of trade 
and every interest throughout the United 
States. While it is generally believed that 
the Commission is so constituted as to se­ 
cure conservative rulings on these points, 
it is conceded that many points of vast im­ 
portance are in doubt. 
The bill appropriates $100,000 for all the 
expenses of the Commission for the first 
year of its existence, while other expenses 
incidental to it are to be met by other ap­ 
propriations. ____________ 
ANOTHER TERRIBLE A FFA IR. 
Twelve Men Burnett to D eath in a Board­ 
ing-house. 
B essem er (Mich.), March 23d. — The 
boarding-house of Bond & Clancy, at the 
Colby mine, was burned this morning and 
twelve persons perished in the flames. The 
building was a two-story frame structure, 
and burned like tinder, leaving no time for 
escape after the fire was discovered. Twen­ 
ty-one borders occupied rooms in the sec­ 
ond story and only nine escaped, and they 
by jumping from the windows. Several of 
the latter were seriously injured. The 
victims were laborers at the Colby mine. 
The bodies were completely charred. There 
is no clue to the origin of the fire. The 
victims were all single men. 
The fire was first discovered by Mr. and 
Mrs. Miller, who kept the boarding-house, 
and when they were awakened the whole 
building was in flames. They narrowly 
escaped with their lives, and did not even 
have time to awaken the twenty miners 
who were sleeping on the second floor. 
Several of the men were not overcome by 
smoke, and jumped from the windows, es­ 
caping. but twelve perished. One of the 
occupants of the place says that there were 
four othpr persons in the same room with 
him. He was awakened by a room-mate 
clambering over him toward the window. 
The room was full of smoke and flame at 
the time, and he barely managed in break­ 
ing open the window and making his es­ 
cape. He jumped to the ground and re­ 
ceived but slight injuries. The house was 
a tinderbox, and in a few minutes after Mr. 
and Mrs. Miller escaped it was a mass of 
ruins. 
THE BLOCKADE BROREN. 
Resum ption of Travel on the N orthern 
Pacific R ailroad. 
St. Paul, March 23d.—The Northern Pa­ 
cific resumed its through business to-day. 
Telegraphic information was received at 
headquarters to-day that the steamer Hel­ 
ena had been secured, and that transfers of 
all passengers, baggage, express and mails 
would be made between Bismarck and 
Rockhaven. From Mandan to Rockliaven 
is three miles, which will be overcome by 
teams. A large numher of passengers who 
have been detained iu St. Paul on account 
of the flood left this afternoon, and the 
road issued instiuctions to all the agents 
that the line is open for travel again. The 
ice-gorge in the river above Bismarck re­ 
mains solid, hut it is expected to break 
soon. 
THE BOOMING MISSOURI. 
Indians Believed to Have Been Drowned 
—The Klee Continues. 
St. P aul (Minn.), March 23d.—A rionecr 
Press special from Bowlder, Dak., says the 
water has backed into Swan creek and car­ 
ried off the bridge between LeBeau and 
Scranton, and flooded the bottom lands 
eight feet deep. It is believed that several 
Indians have been drowned. The family 
of Garrett Barrv barely escaped with their 
lives, and have lost their cattle and house­ 
hold effects. The steamer General Thomas 
is in the ice, a total wreck. The Missouri 
is steadily rising.■

H igh-priced Paintings Knocked Down at 
Sm all Figures. 
N ew York, March 23d.—The sale of the 
collection of works of art owned by the 
late A. T. Stewart commenced to-night at 
Chickering Hall. Every seat in the house 
was filled with well-known bankers, mer­ 
chants and society women. The prices 
received were fair There were a number 
of pictures which went at a sacrifice. This 
was especially so in the case of tiie picture 
painted by Schussle, of Philadelphia, en­ 
titled ” Washington 
Irving and his 
Friends.” This cost $8,000, and it was 
sold for $1,850. Among the more notable 
sales were “The Confab,” hv Eastman 
Johnson, of New York, for $1,025, to AI. Q. 
Polk : "Papa’s Coming.” by Thomas Ford, 
to J. S. Kennedy, for $2,100; "The Chariot 
Race,” painted expressly for Stewart by the 
famous French artist Gerome, at a cost of 
$30,000, was purchased by Henry Hilton 
for $7.100; “Charity," by Meissonier, a 
notable painting, for which Stewart paid 
$20.000, was started at $10.000, and boueht 
by Henry Hilton for $10,500. 
Governm ent Tim ber Lauda. 
W ashington, March 23d.—[Special.]— 
The Secretary of the Interior yesterday re­ 
quested the Attorney-General to direct all 
the United States District Attorneys in the 
Northwest to see that all suits for timber 
tresspass bronght against parties in the 
Territories for cutting timber on unBur- 
veyed public lands, which are decided ad­ 
versely to the Government, are carried di­ 
rectly to the Supreme Court for a settlement 
of the questions involved. It is a theory 
of the Government that the Northern Pa­ 
cific road can be held responsible for the 
cutting of timber on such lands by parties 
authorized to cut within the limits of its 
land grant. The question which the Sec­ 
retary desires to have settled by the Su­ 
preme Court is as to whether the selection 
of certain lands as indemnity or lien lands, 
and the withdrawal of such lands by local 
officers for settlement, is sufficient ground 
for alleged ownership and the consequent 
right to the timber thereon. 
California Oranges in the Fast. 
Chicago, March 23d.— The receipts oi 
California oranges are on the increase this 
week, and a considerable quantity of the 
fruit is choice and fancy stock. Choice 
fresh and sound fruit has a good demand, 
and is selling at former prices. The old 
common and frosted stock is disappearing 
from the market, which is a favorable fea­ 
ture. The choice grades of oranges find 
sales, and the more common grades are 
handled by peddlers who sell them at very 
low prices. Commission men look for 
better prices and an increased demand as 
soon as the old fruit is disposed of. The 
following is the range of prices : Seedlings, 
$2 5001-3 35; Navels, $2(q;0; Bloods, $5 ; 
and Tamarines, $2 75(a,3 per box. 
The Coutract-Labor Act. 
Washington, March 23d.—The Act to 
amend an Act to prohibit the importation 
and immigration of foreigners and aliens 
under contract, or agreement, to perform 
labor in the United States, which was ap­ 
proved February 23d, should, according to 
its provisions, have gone into effect to-day. 
The Acting Secretary of the Treasury, who 
is charged with the execution of this Act, 
has not had an opportunity to prepare reg­ 
ulations, but will see to its proper enforce­ 
ment. They are now, however, in course 
of preparation, and will be issued in a few 
days. It is said at the department that the 
deiay is caused by the difficulty experi­ 
enced in reconciling seemingly inconsistent 
provisions contained in the Act. 
They W ant No Instructions. 
W ashington, March 23d.—Nothingabout 
the appointment of Commissioners to se­ 
lect a site for the San Francisco Postoffice 
has been settled at the Treasury Depart­ 
ment. There appears to be no necessity 
for haste in the matter. The $350,000 ap­ 
propriated for the purchase of a site is 
available immediately, but if the site is 
chosen and paid for. work on the building 
cannot be begun until an appropriation is 
made by Congress. The Treasury officials 
are thoroughly aware of what is expected 
in this matter, and no outside information 
has been required to instruct them in their 
duties.The Thetis to .Sail for A laska. 
New York, March 23d.—The United 
States steamer Thetis, the sealing vessel 
purchased by the Navy Department as an 
exploring steamer in the search for Lieu­ 
tenant Greelv, and Which was the flagship 
of the expedition, lias been equipped as a 
naval vessel, and will sai! to morrow for 
duty in Alaskan waters. She is in com­ 
mand of Lieutenant Win. H. Emory, who 
commanded the Bear on the Greeiy expedi­ 
tion. Judge M cA rthor’s Successor. 
Washington, March 23d.—Attorney- 
General Garland, after the Cabinet meeting 
yesterday, said that he did not think that 
the President was prepared to announce 
Jndge McArthur’s successor on the bench 
of the Supreme Court of the District. He 
intimated, however, that the matter was 
virtually settled. It is generally conceded 
that the Hon. W. V. Montgomery, the re­ 
tiring Commissioner of Patents, will be 
the apppintee. 
The Baltim ore and Ohio Deal. 
B a ltim ore, March 23d.—It is now stated 
on good authority that the option will re­ 
main open to the Ives-Stayner syndicate 
for the control of the Baltimore and Ohio 
road until the 1st of April. Garrett, it is 
slated, has cleared $200,000 out of the 
Sully syndicate failure, and it is also said 
that the Garrett interest has purchased 
all the stock of the Johns Hopkins Uni­ 
versity. 
Bloated Bondholders Will Take Notice. 
W ashington, March 23d.—The Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury this afternoon 
issued the one hundred and forty-eighth 
call for the redemption of bonds. The 
call is for $10,000,000 of the loan of 1882, 
and notice is given that the principal and 
accrued interest of the bonds designated 
will be paid at the Treasury of the United 
States in Washington, May 1, 1887, and 
that interest on said bonds will cease on 
that day. 
Loss of Stock in the Northwest. 
St. P aul (Minn.), March 23d.—A Pio­ 
neer Ibress Winnipeg special says the 
mortality among horses, from the severe 
weather on the ranges west of there, is es­ 
timated at 30 per cent. In some districts, 
notably the Cypress Hills, the loss is 50 
per cent.

N ew Y ork, March 23d.—The jury in the 
Cleary case, Moving failed to agree, was 
discharged, and Cleary renewed his bail of 
$40,000, pending farther aciion by the Dis­ 
trict Attorney in bis case. 


The Fruit-.Shipping Outlook. 
The Winters Express has the following 
concerning the outlook for shipping 
through the California Fruit Union the 
present season : 
It seems to ns that in limiting the num­ 
ber of agents to one in each city to which 
fruit shipments are made, which agent is 
to be the sole consignee permitted to re­ 
ceive fruit, the directorate of the California 
Fruit Union has not varied materially 
from the course followed by it last season. 
This is the rock upon which the Union was 
driven last year, and which well nigh made 
a total wreck of the concern. We see small 
difference between shipments made exclu­ 
sively to Porter Brothers at Chicago, and 
consignments made to sole agents else­ 
where, who certainly will not be the choice 
of a majority of the shippers, but who, in 
all human probability, will be designated, 
guided and governed by Porter Brothers. 
The action of the Directors bears additional 
significance in the light- of the fact that it 
was taken at the instance solely of Wash­ 
ington Porter. The Union seems to be 
playing a sort of “ thumbs up,” with Mr. 
Porter posing as the only and original 
Simon.

Decrease in the French V intage- 
Bism arck Favors ib e Cat holies of 
Germ any— Canadian W inter. 
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FR E N C H V IN TA G E. 
M arked D ccreas. In the W ine H arvest ot 
France. 
W ashington, March 23d.—Consul Roose­ 
velt at Bordeaux has submitted to the State 
Department his report on the wine harvest 
of France for 1880. It shows a decreaaeiof 
3,472,806 hectoliters from the preceding 
year, and the quality of the vintage is 
mediocre and poor in alcoholic property. 
Roosevelt says the causes mentioned as af­ 
fording an unfavorable yield have been ac­ 
centuated by the continual development of 
the phylloxera and mildew, two plagues 
that for several years have been steadily de­ 
vastating the vineyards of France. Mildew 
is rapidly increasing everywhere. During 
the past year it appeared in two forms— 
mildew proper, or that which attacks the 
leaf, and that which attacks the grapes— 
drying the young fruit and thereby pre­ 
venting its maturity. Many well-known 
and several new inventions to distribute in­ 
secticides for the extermination of these 
plagues have been tried, and as far as ap­ 
plied, the most successful this season is the 
invention and Broperty of an American, 
Rev. Walter L. Griffin, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
who has invented an ingeniously contrived 
machine, so fitted and arranged as to apply 
and distribute a curative powder or liquid 
directly to the vines. Attached to the ma­ 
chine are two soft “ sweeps,” held by flex­ 
ible springs, which, by the rotation of 
wheels, move in such a manner as to com­ 
pletely sweep all clinging insects from the 
vines, and without injury to the plant re­ 
move the bark where the winter egg is de­ 
posited, and at the same time distribute 
the insecticide directly on the spot where 
the egg is found.

A Severe W inirr Along the Canadian P a­ 
cific Railway. 
O ttawa (Ont.), March 23d.—Van Horne, 
of the Canadian 1’acitic Railway, reports 
that trains are now running regularly be­ 
tween Calgary and the Pacific coast. He 
says that the past winter has been excep­ 
tionally severe,thesnowslides sweeping be­ 
fore them trees of at least 30 years’ growth. 
The snowsheds stand the test well. 
B ism arck R etu rn s a F av o r. 
B e r l in , March 23d.—The Oberliatis to­ 
day, in plenary session. began the discus­ 
sion of the ecclesiastical bill. Prince Bis­ 
marck made a long speech in defense of 
the measure. He said that, as regarded 
the question of religious orders, the chief 
point to be determined was whether Ca­ 
tholic citizens needed the orders. It was 
certain that Catholics believed in the value 
of orders, and their sentiments should be 
satisfied in harmony with the legislation 
of the country. The state naturally had 
an interest iu the good training of priests. 
Such training they could acquire as well at 
seminaries as at universities. The bitter­ 
est enemies of the Government came from 
universities, not from seminaries. The 
Government had not made too large con­ 
cessions to the Catholics, nor had it given 
up any of its sovereign rights. In conclu­ 
sion he urged the whole House to adopt 
the bill with the committee’s amendments! 
E m peror W illiam to His People. 
B e r l in , March 23d. — The Emperor’s 
proclamation to the German people, thank­ 
ing them for their expressions of devotion 
and joy at the ninetieth anniversary of his 
birth, is couched in words expressive of 
the profoundest emotion. The document 
contains a long review of the Emperor’s 
life. The Kaiser dwells on the experiences 
of his youth and the wonderful help God 
vouchsafed him, and prays that he may be 
able to deserve, during the short remainder 
of his life, the bies iug of peace. 
Royalty at the Ballet. 
B e r l in , March 23d.—This evening the 
Empress, the Crown Prince and his family 
and royal visitors attended the perform­ 
ance of the ballet “ Sardanapolus at the 
Opera House.

system is not depended upon one or one , 
dozen Judges, hut upon the legal ability of 
the whole group of jurists. 
The better 
talent we call to the system, the more 
rapid and satisfactory, and for the matter 
of that, the more economic will be the 
work accomplished. So tar as the Supreme 
Court is concerned, there is crying need 
that the reforms proposed shall be speedily 
inaugurated. There must he set up some 
method for the retiracy with due honor of 
Justices who,beec>me incapacitated ; some 
addition to the Court to enable it to clear 
off its overburdened calendars, and there 
must be established a better system of 
choosing the presiding or Chief Justice 
than bv election or appointment. Eitherof 
the latter plans makes it possible for the 
least competent to he placed in authority 
over the fully qualified. That the Justices 
chosen by the people should select from 
among their number the presiding Justice 
is reasonable, and will tend to unify' the 
bench and promote that harmony so essen­ 
tial to the maintenance of its dignity and 
the rapid discharge of its business. So far 
as salaries are concerned, they ought to 
bear a very close relation to what the 
best legal talent of the State can command 
as income by practice at the bar. 
The 
$7,500 proposed by the amendment is not 
at all large. It is a sum that is not beyond, 
nor even up to the standard of ability that 
our Supreme bench should command. The 
time is very' brief in which the people can 
consider the amendments, and there should 
therefore be diligent presentation of the 
reasons for them by the press of the State. 
If the amendments are defeated, it will he 
because of this brevity, for we do not be­ 
lieve that calm consideration and the 
weighing of the propositions by the peo­ 
ple would bring other than an affirmative 
response at the polls.

THE 
ESSENTIALS 
OF 
CALIFORNIA 
LAND VALUES. 


It is urged by several Eastern tourists 
that Californians place too high value 
upon lands they offer for sale. 
We do not 
understand how this can he made to apply 
to the lands of Northern and Central Cal­ 
ifornia. The value of our farm lands, to 
liotnc-seekers, should not be measured by 
the standard of the Eastern soil in a 
Western, Middle or Southern State. The 
true method is to value the land by the 
advantages the climate of the region af­ 
fords. Place “ atop” of the best lands of 
Michigan, Indiana or Illinois the climatic 
advantages of California, and then estimate 
the enhanced value such endowment would 
give to the soil of the States named. All 
such consideration of the question will give 
resulting values considerably in excess of 
those placed upon California lands by their 
possessors. It is true that the worth of 
anything involves the desire of one to buy, 
and of another to sell. The desire of the 
stranger home-seeker is to secure locations 
free from the discomforts of rigorous win­ 
ter ; soil that will produsc in one way or 
another the year ronnd; advantages of 
temperature, salubrity and comfort, that 
will eliminate largely the struggle with 
nature that is enforced at the East. To 
those owning lands here the blessings of 
climate, bounty of production, ease of 
tillage, the minimum of physical labor and 
the healthfulncss of locality, are as power­ 
ful factors in determining values of lands 
as to those who come from abroad with 
the desire to purchase. It follows that it 
is climate and ail the advantages of local­ 
ity, affording satisfaction in life, in which 
we deal. 
When the Eastern buyer ad­ 
justs the values of our lands according to 
Eastern standards, lie must not forget to 
jdace in the balances the climatic rigors 
and uncertainties from which he íleos, and 
the climatic comforts and certainties he 
here seeks. These are, indeed, the chief 
factors. 
When, therefore, the Eastern 
visitor says, as one did recently in our 
hearing, “ Your lands are held too high; I 
can buy as good in Dakota, Iowa, Wiscon­ 
sin or Illinois for a third less,” they should 
he given at once the problem, “ What 
would be the values of Dakota or Iowa 
lands under the influence of such a climate 
as that of California ?” 
The answer that 
must be given will in every instance con­ 
stitute a complete refutation of the charge 
that we hold our lands too high. The 
same conditions fix values here, as beyond 
the Rocky mountains—environment. We 
offer these guarantees: that the home- 
seeker who takes our lands may, if he 
wishes, labor upon the soil every day in 
the year without any great physical dis­ 
comfort ; that he will not be driven to 
“ house up” half or a third, or any other 
portion of the year; that he shall be as­ 
sured of flowers for his breakfast table 
from his outdoor garden beds every morn­ 
ing of the year’s circuit; that he shall be 
insured against the necessity of close sta­ 
bles, of tunnelling liis way from honse to 
barn, of storing winter supplies, of frozen 
sod and arctic gales or cyclones. He shall 
receive full guarantee that some part of his 
soil will yield to the labor of his hand 
some product useful in maintaining exist­ 
ence, every week in the year; that he shall 
never be called upoD, in self-protection 
from cold, to “ bank up ” the foundation of 
his dwelling or pitch the roof to shed great 
visitations of snow; his stock shall not 
freeze in the stall, nor his mill cease to 
grind because of the congealing of his 
streams, 
In short, we guarantee and pass 
it as the chief essential of the title of the 
soil we throw in when we sell the climate, 
that for the minimum of effort here, he 
shall reap far more than the maximum of 
return for greater labor expended upon 
lands at the East. There are here and 
there cases w Itere landowners, in speculat­ 
ive contemplation ot a “ boom,” place ex­ 
travagant values upon California lands, but 
such are the exceptions.

The President has named the Interstate 
Commerce Commissioners: Thomas M. 
Cooley, of Michigan, the distinguished 
jurist and commentator; William K. Mor­ 
rison, of Illinois, the well-known and 
distinguished Congressman; A. F. Walker, 
a lawyer of prominence in Vermont, who 
has given the transportation 
problem 
much study; Augustus Schoonmaker, an 
ex-Attorney-General of New York, and 
W alter L. Bragg, of Alabama, ex-Presi­ 
dent of the Alabama Railroad Commis­ 
sion. All these gentlemen have had more 
or less acquaintance by study or practical 
experience with the railroad question, and 
are all intellectually and by moral char­ 
acter qualified. That their railroad and 
legal knowledge will better fit them for 
their new duties cannot be doubted. 
Un­ 
questionably the President might have ap­ 
pointed good men to the places unfamiliar 
with the law and the great question affect­ 
ing transportation, hut that would scarcely 
accord with ordinary business sagacity. 
Brainy men, free from prejudices, of prac­ 
tical information concerning that they are 
to deal with as Commissioners, are safer 
for the country and the railroads. The 
railroad people will have nothing to fear 
from men of fairness, intelligent in dealing 
with the subject in hand, and actuated by 
broad conservative public spirit, however 
much they may take issue with the law it­ 
self. 
They and the people alike might 
have had cause to regret the appointment 
of men to whom the subject was wholly 
new, and who had not given the moment­ 
ous questions involved conscientious and 
unprejudiced study. The purpose of cre­ 
ating the Commission certainly was not to 
make it the means of educating unin­ 
formed men, or affording them opportunity 
to experiment at the expense of the com­ 
mercial interests of the country. The Com­ 
mission should be received with cordiality, 
not be prejudged, and the estimate of its 
strength, capacity and wisdom lie made 
upon the basis of the work it does in dis­ 
charging its important trusts. The char­ 
acter of the Commission is no where as­ 
sailed ; it stands without reproach thus 
far, and gives encouragement to the ex­ 
pectation tiiat the interstate transporta­ 
tio n question under the new law will be 
dealt with in a way to conserve public in­ 
terest and private rights, to the highest 
possible degree that the letter and spirit 
of the law will warrant.

Amendment Number One. 


T o p ro p o s e to th e p e o p le o f th e S ta te a n 
a m e n d m e n t to th e C o n stitu tio n o f th e 
S ta te , re la tiv e to th e J u d ic i a r y D e p a r t­ 
m e n t. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, com m encing 
on the third day o f January, A. D. eighteen hu n­ 
dred and eighty-seveo. two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
VI., of the Constitution of said 
State, be 
ameuded so as to read as follow s: 


Section 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
.seven Justices. 'Ihe Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time oí the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of the tu- 
preme* Court for the remainder of the terras to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their number to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two vears thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be made in the minutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term . 1 he Su 
preme Court may sit iu departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open lor the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively. Department One and 
Depaitm ent Two. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each department, and 
such assignment may lie changed by him from 
tim e to tim e. The Justices shall be competent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement nmong them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the departments shall have the i>ower to hear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to the Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments. except such as may be done at cham ­ 
bers. and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
l>e nece'sary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportion the business to 
thirffcpartmeuts, and may. in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard and decided by the Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or atter judgment 
pronounced by a department; but where a cause 
nas been allotted to one of the departments, and 
a judgraert pronounced thereon, the order rnmt 
be made within thirty days after such judgment, 
and concurred in by two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may. 
either before or after judgment by a depart­ 
ment, order a case to be heard in bank. If the 
order be not made w ithin the tim e above lim 
ited, the judgment shall be final.

tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the full

R elative to Railroad Tickets. 
Judgment for defendant for costs has 
been rendered by Judge Lawler, of San 
Francisco, in the case of John D. Mc- 
Naughton vs. The Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany. The action was to recover $2,000 
damages for alleged trespass. Plaintiff set 
no in his pleadings that on the 10th of 
May, 1885, he boarded a train of cars run­ 
ning from Ogden to San Francisco, and 
tendered the conductor a special rate pas­ 
senger ticket which he had purchased, 
which the conductor refused to receive, and 
plaintiff was ejected from the car at Davis- 
ville, Yolo county. It appeared that the 
ticket did not permit of any stopping over 
on the trip, but plaintiff did stop over at 
Truckee. The next day he continued his 
journey on the same ticket. When the 
train reached Sacramento another conductor 
took charge of the train, and he refused to 
receive the ticket, for the reason of the non­ 
stop-over clause printed thereon. It was 
claimed by plaintiff that the conductor out 
of Truckee having received bis ticket in 
payment of fare, it was a waiver on the 
part of the company of the clause referred 
to. Judge Lawler held that under decisions 
of our Supreme Court, and Supreme Courts 
of other States, that if the agent of a rail­ 
road company fails to do his duty, and an­ 
other agent of the company does his dutv, 
the company cannot be held for lack of tile 
performance of duty by the first agent. The 
plaintiff had two traveling companions, S. 
C. Frazier and James Cummings, who also 
brought similar actions for damages, which 
actions by agreement of counsel were to 
abide by the decision in the MeXaugbton 
case. 
I-ooR. Like a Serious M atter. 
Yesterday morning when the case ol 
Otto Heller, accused of battery upon Ed. J. 
Smith—the Assembly Clerk who gained 
considerable notoriety just before the Leg­ 
islature adjourned because of the investiga­ 
tion growing out of his charge that certain 
parties had endeavored to persuade him to 
falsify the “file”—was called in the Police 
Court, the prosecuting witness did not ap­ 
pear, and the case was continued. Directly 
after the Court adjourned J. B. Atwoocl 
called upon Judge Buckley and City Attor­ 
ney Hart and swore to a complaint accus­ 
ing Smith of obtaining money under false 
pretenses. Mr. Atwoods statement was 
to the effect that Smith had $130 coming to 
him from the State, and a bill authorizing 
its payment was signed by the Governor 
last week, but the Controller had not yet 
drawn his warrant for the amouut. Tues­ 
day evening Mr. Atwood purchased this 
claim for $128, and, after deducting $16 
which Smith owed him, he gave him a 
check for the balance, $112. Yesterday 
morning, when Atwood went to the Con­ 
troller’s office to file his claim, he found 
that T. K. Xelson had already filed a power 
of attorney received from Smith for the 
same money. Atwood therefore swore out 
a warrant, as stated above, and it has been 
sent to Chief Crowley, of San Francisco, to 
be served.

It was expected that 
Mr. Allen would be here on his way 
through the city on the 24th. He further 
stated that a careful estimate of the num­ 
ber of books of different grades needed for 
a full year’s supply from the time they be­ 
gan to be used in the different counties liad 
been made by the old Board, and they had 
been ordered by that Board to be manu­ 
factured. That supply consisted of 45,000 
first readers, 3u,000 second readers, 25,000 
third readers, and 40,000 spellers. The 
spellers are not designed to be used below 
the lourth grade in the schools. 
One intelligent looking young lady in the 
delegation stated that she had been in­ 
formed that there 80,000 children in the 
schools of San Francisco alone, and that 
the number increased annually. She was 
shown the report of the City Superin­ 
tendent of Schools of San Francisco, giv­ 
ing 43,265 as the total number enrolled in 
1885, and 43,140 as the total number in 1886. 
The spokesman of the delegation pleaded 
that there was about $26,000 available for 
text-book printing, and if the State 
Board 
would give 
an 
order for 
manufacturing 20,000 first readers and 
20.000 spellers 
they 
would, 
with 
40.000 arithmetics, keep the bindery 
running till July 1st. Mr. Hoitt replied 
that when that was over they would be 
coming back for more work, and stated 
that it was utterly impossible to keep the 
machinery running full-handed to supply 
this State alone. It would supply four 
populations equal to ours. He further 
assured the delegation that he had worked 
with the outmost activity in the Legislature 
to secure appropriations for making four 
new books, which would furnish work for 
more people, and that he had secured the 
creation of a separate fund to be set apart 
as sacred to this work, so that it would 
never be left to the caprice or neglect of 
any Legislature. 
For this the spokesman thanked him, 
but said they wanted more. They wished 
him to promise definitely that be would 
use his influence with the Board to have 
their request for the manufacture of addi­ 
tional editions complied with immediately. 
This, Mr. Hoitt said, was not proper for 
him to do. He could only say that he 
would exercise the utmost vigilance and

Throughout the civilized world, and they 
who manufacture and sell it must put in 
their defense. Ten days bad be labored 


energy to keep the people at all times sup­ 
plied with books of the State series, and 
would prosecute all unfinished work to 
completion as fast as it was possible to do 
it.

And cut off the supply. The speaker re­ 
lated a pathetic story of a scene in the 
drunkard's Court at Edinburgh, where the 
drunken father paid his fifteen shillings 
line while his wife and little ones stood 
outside, half clad and half famished. He 
said it was a burning shame for any coun­ 
try to license a business to make a father 
drunk, when drunk arrest him, and then 
filch from the wretch the few pennies the 
saloon-keeper failed to take from him. 
[Applause.] This liquor traffic, sanctioned 
by law, licensed iniquity, neutralizes the 
sermons that are preached, the influences 
of the Sabbath-school, the admonition of 
the mother, the advice of the father, the 
pleadings of the sister; disgraces, ruins, 
destroys every spark of manhood, and lays 
low in the drunkard’s grave what other­ 
wise might have been an honored and a 
useful man. What are you going to do 
with all the rum-sellers when you take 
away their business ? is a question often 
asked. My answer is this, and it is the an­ 
swer of every freeman : I would have them 
go out and go to work and earn an honest 
living by the sweat of their brow. Let 
them go to work honestly, and they will 
get that compensation that’ is the reward of 
all honest labor. [Applause ] In due sea­ 
son we shall reap our reward, if we faint 
not. We must forward march, and where 
tlie vanguard halts to-day the rear shall 
camp to-morrow. This world is growing 
better, and hope makes the heart lighter.

THE 
INTERSTATE 
COMMISSION. 


In te r v iew s on tlio S u b ject YVitb Sen ator 
S tan ford an il C o lo n el C rock er. 
[S. F. Call, March 23d.] 
. 
In order to elicit the opinion of the rail­ 
road men on the subject of the personnel 
of the Commission, a Call reporter inter­ 
viewed 8enator Stanford last evening. In 
answer to the reporter’s queries the Senator 
said: “ I am not personally acquainted 
w ith any of the gentlemen appointed by 
the President, with the exception of Mr. 
Morrison. I know him well, and believe 
he will m ake a good Commissioner. The 
President, I know, has taken a great deal 
of trouble in order to get the most suitable 
men for these positions, and his task has 
been a prettv hard one. It is difficult to 
find five luen’of the ability requisite to the 
mem bership of this Commission who are 
vet not interested in any way in railroad­ 
ing. 
He m ight, for instance, find a very 
good m an, suitable in every way for a Com­ 
missioner, but who m ight yet be disquali­ 
fied by holding some railroad stock, or who 
shipped goods by way of a certain road. 
There is another (act in this connection 
also which bears strongly on the selection 
of good men, and that is, that while a good 
Railroad Superintendent is worth trom 
$10,000 to $30,000 a year, a m ember of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission receives 
but $7,500. I regret very much that Presi­ 
dent Cleveland has not selected a repre­ 
sentative from the Pacific coast, and a few 
days before I left W ashington I called up­ 
on him and urged the claims of this side 
of the Rockies, on his consideration. 
He 
appeared struck by m y argum ents on the 
subject, but it is very evident that the pres­ 
sure brought to bear upon him in the East 
prevented our obtaining a representation. 
This I regret very m uch, as the claims of 
California would have a better chance of 
recognition if we had some m em ber of the 
Commission who was acquainted with our 
requirem ents and our trade. ' 
COLONEL CBOCKER’s OPINION. 
Colonel C. F. Crocker said to the reporter, 
in speaking of the Com m ission: “ I am 
not acquainted w ith any of the gentlemen 
selected by President Cleveland, but know­ 
ing that he has taken the greatest trouble 
to secure the best men, I have no doubt but 
that the choice will prove acceptable. 
W hether any of these gentlemen have been 
connected with or are familiar with any of 
the transportation problems, I cannot say. 
They m ay have been Railroad Commis­ 
sioners. or have had dealings with rail­ 
roads, but w hether they were acquainted 
with any of the nice problems of compet­ 
itive points, prorating, etc., I can’t tell at 
present. 
I am glad that the appointm ents 
have been made, however, for the reason 
that m any clauses of the new law are ex­ 
ceedingly obscure, and are capable of bear­ 
ing a variety of interpretations. The tariff 
ot rates decided on at Chicago will be sub­ 
mitted to them immediately they arv in 
session, together with a variety of other 
questions from not only every railroad but 
also from every State in the Union. The 
question of giving free passes to the ta:ni- 
lies of railroad employes is one th at re 
quires imm ediate settlement. 
It had evi­ 
dently not been considered by the framers 
of the bill, and its absence leaves us in 
somewhat of a quandary. 
As tar as giving 
free transportation in this State, we are in 
the sam e position as we were before its 
passage, and can do as we please in the 
m atter. It is only when a road passes from 
one State into another that it conies w ithin 
the strictures of the law. 
We intend rig­ 
orously to conform to it. however, though 
there "will be some considerable trouble 
about it at first. On the Commission de­ 
pends everything.”

The Apache Indian who killed Lieuten­ 
ant Mott and wounded Frank Porter was 
captured, and is now in the guard-house at 
Tucson. 
It is asserted on good authority that Mrs. 
Langtry and Freddie Gebhardt will be m ar­ 
ried as soon as the legal impediments are 
removed. 
Lawrence Barrett has employed Robert 
Ingersoll to sue the American Exchange in 
London for $50,000 damages for malicious 
prosecution. 
It is reported that six persons were cap­ 
tured Sunday in connection with the recent 
plot to assassinate the Czar, and that they 
were hanged Monday. 
A severe snow-storm prevailed in Ver­ 
mont Tuesday night. Three trains on the 
Passumpsic Railroad are fast in the drift, 
and other trains are blockaded. 
W hile Senator Sherm an was at a hotel in 
Birm ingham , Ala , a delegation of colored 
citizens wanted to call on him , b at were 
not perm itted by the landlord to do so. 
Twenty horses started in the Lincoln­ 
shire, Eng., handicap of 1,000 sovereigns, 
at the Lincoln spring meeting, yesterday. 
Osborn won, K enny second, Isobar third. 
On the 5th of M arch an attem pt was 
made to upset the train carrying the Czar 
and Czarina to St. Petersburg on their re­ 
turn from a visit to Grand Duke Vladimir. 
It is stated that Secretary W hitney is in 
the field as a candidate for Governor of 
New York, and if H ill does not mend his 
ways, will dispute the nom ination with 
him . 
W ork at the ruins of the Richm ond Ho­ 
tel, in Buffalo, was continued yesterday. 
W illiam Thompson, of Erie, and F 1). 
Johnson, of Toronto, reported missing in 
the previous lists, are safe. 
The police of St. Petersburg have dis­ 
covered stores of dynam ite and apparatus 
for the m anufacture of bombs in several 
villas at Parglevos, a sum m er resort in the 
suburbs of the Russian Capital. 
Shafer, the New 
York lawyer who 
threatened to pulverize editor Pulitzer, of 
the World, was formerly a Californian. He 
was considered nearly a match for John C. 
Heenan in the latter's palm iest days as a 
sparrer. 
S. W . Adrian, of Minneapolis, has laid 
claim to a large am ount of property in the 
heart of the city, which lie alleges was 
deeded to his father by- an Indian chief 
who died in 1S54. The’ property is worth 
$10,000,000. 
Near Rio Vista a few days ago. a child 
of Chris Brady, eight m onths old, was fa­ 
tally wounded by a Chinaman while the 
latter w ai shooting at geese.
